DOMINICAN SISTERS OF PERPETUAL ADORATION 
-_ 


HESE Sisters trace their origin to Prouville, in France, founded by St. Dom- 
inic in the thirteenth century. In 1869 they obtained from Rome the privi- 
lege of the Perpetual Adoration. They are strictly cloistered, leading a life 
of adoration, prayer and reparation. The Solemn Chant of the Divine Office 
forms a prominent feature in their life, and the Sisters do very fine work. 
Church vestments, white embroidery, painting, etc. 


In 1880 a little colony of four Sisters crossed the ocean to make a Foun- 
dation on the new soil of America, God blessed their enterprise, the seed was 
multiplied, sending out new centers of Adoration. But, St. Dominic’s zeal embraced thé 
whole world and would not be circumscribed. His daughters had imbibed his spirit 
and began to long for the distant shores of the Pacific Coast. The spell of far-off hori- 
zons made them restless and their souls breathed but one prayer: To raise a Throne of 
Perpetual Exposition in the Golden State. After fifteen years of prayer, the call came 
at last, and five pioneer Sisters, undaunted-by the distance of more than three thousand 
miles, quitted their silent cloister and, with hearts filled with enthusiasm, began their 
long journey. 

A warm welcome from Clergy and people greeted them upon their arrival. This 
was most gratifying, as it gave evidence that the Adoration they came to inaugurate 
would be duly appreciated. 

The solemn opening of the Convent took place July 27th. 1924, when the Rt, Rev. 
John J. Cantwell, Bishop of Los Angeles and San Diego. with impressive rites, blessed 
the new monastery and solemnly enclosed the nuns. The Perpetual Exposition was 
erected the following day, many of the laity asking to be enrolled as Guards of Honor 
of the Blessed Sacrament. By special privilege a Plenary Indulgence has been granted 
by the Holy Father to all those who enroll themselves in the Venite Adoremus Associa- 
tion established at the Monastery; and’ a Solemn Triduum is kept yearly for the Feast 
of Corpus Christi. 

In this great Eucharistic Year, may the magnetic power of the Blessed Sacrament 
draw many young and fervent hearts to ¢ome and swell the number of these white- 
robed Dominicans, that the incense of praise may never cease before that Throne of 
Perpetual Exposition.—Address: Mother Superior, Monastery of the Angels, 728 West 
28th St., Los Angeles, Caltfornia.

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WHEN THE OTHER SIDE RD. 

Most of the charges leveled against the Catholic Chureh 
would be boomerangs if spokesmen for the Catholic Church 
were to take the trouble to apply the same logic in turning 
the charges on those who make them. 

; Protestant clergymen accuse the Catholic Church of 
being in politics, while every observant person knows that 
the former are far more active in politics. The Catholic 

Church is accused of possessing great wealth, for instance 
in Mexico, while there are some individual Protestant 
parishes in the United States that are as valuable as the 
property of a whole Catholic Diocese in Mexico. 

The income of Catholic clergymen is, on the whole, far 
lower than that of Protestant ministers. A few days ago we 
discovered an article entitled “Bishops and Their Incomes,” 

published in Tait’s Magazine circulated in England eighty 
years ago, At that time England was far more Protestant 
than it is today.: The Established Church had far greater 
prestige and its adherents were 100% more militant than 
they are now. Yet in that day the Bishops of the Established 
Church had a larger income than the President of the 
United States has today, despite the fact that money had 
‘two or three times the purchasing value then that it has 
today. For instance, the net income of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, after allowing for palace and library expenses, 
visitations, confirmations, etc. was $105,000 the year. The 
annual allowance to the Bishop of York was $55,000; to 
the Bishop of London $75,000; to the Bishop of Durham 
$110,000. 

Quite often people are told of the princely style in 
which the Pope and cardinals live, and contrast. it with the 
manner of living of Christ and the apostles. As a matter 
of fact, the Pope’s manner of living is simple in the extreme, 
and the annual allowance of Cardinals was $1,000 when 
the lira had its normal value. Today this annual allowance 
has shrunk to a value less than $200 the year. The pomp 
with which the Pope is received. at solemn ecclesiastical 
functions might be compared to the pomp with which Jesus 
was received into Jerusalem, and a!! the honor is referred 
to Him, Whose representative the Pope is. 

Bishops of the Catholic Church are very frugal in their 
habits, and the Bishops of Mexico, who are in the lime-light 
today, are particularly modest in their manner of living. 

Churches may possess wealth of treasures dedicated to 
the service of God, but not in cold cash nor even in property 
which they are at liberty to convert into cash.

OUR PRICE REMAINS THE SAME.

He prints the type on paper 
that costs six cents a pound which he once was able to buy for 
two cents, and arranges zinc cuts that once cost 60 cents but 
now cost $2.50 apiece.

ple. Though this, sacrament has been 
explained many times to children in 
achool, in catechetical instructions and 
sermons from the ptilpit, still many 
cling to the false notion that. the 
anointing of a sick person by the 
riest in the Sacrament of Extreme 
Inction is ati indication that that per- 
son haa not long to live. Let us. try 
to get a clear idea of this Sacrament 
which gives. 20 much consolation when 
ighly received. 

n the Epistle of St. James we find 
these words: “Is there any man sick 
among you?’ lat him bring in the 
priests of the Chureh and let.’ them 

pray over him, anointing bim with oi] 
in the mame of the Lord,’ And the 
prayer of faith shall save the sick 
man: and the Lord shaii.raise him 
wy: and if he he in-sins, they shall be 
forgiven him.” From the time of the 
_ Apostles, as we readily see from the 
words of St. James quoted above, the 
Church has always taught that Ex- 
treme Unétion is one of the. Seven 
Saeraments. Tt has the’three requisites 
for a sacrament. Its outward sign 
is the anointing of the organs of 
sense with the holy oil of the infirm, 
blessed. by the Bishop on Holy Thurs- 
day. Extreme Unction gives grace, 
as we learn from the words of St, 
James, and as we learn, too, from the 
testimony of those who witness the 
-emarkable recoveries from illness af- 
ter this Sacrament has been received. 
Extreme Unction waa instituted by 
Our Saviour as St, James indicates 


Saviour’s grace through the means of 
one or the other Sacraments. And 
when. the soul is about to leave the 
body and render an account of its 
stewardship, then it is that the Sac- 
rament of Extreme Unetion is given 
by our Savior to bring comfort to tne 
soul and sometimes health to the body 
Our Lord knew that for the average 
person there would be considerable 
anxiety when the danger of death is 
realized; then the Christian seul thinks 
seriously upon the purpose of its crea- 
tion. hat would it avail anyone if 
at that solemn moment when the soul 
leaves the body, that soul is at en- 
mity with God? Our Lord said: 
“What doth it profit a man if he gain 
the whole world and suffer the loss 
of his soul?”. There is no thoughtful 
person who does not realize that the 
time of death is important. Spiritual 
writers tel] us “As you live, so shall 
you die.”” Even the great Saints were 
not satisfied with the way they lived, 
hence there would be some anxiety 
when about to face the Judge. If this 
is true of the Saints, it Should be true 
in a far greater measure of the aver- 
age person who spends so much,time 
in the service of the world and gives 
God so little. Our Lord, realizing our 
limitations and knowing that we would 
be sorry at the moment of death, has 
left us the Sacrament of Extreme 
Unction. In this Sactament He gives 
us the grace to meet death bravely. 

The principal effort of the Sacra- 
ment of Extreme Unction is to help 
us to die well, When the grace of our 
Saviour, through this consoling Satra- 


his sickness, and perhaps death. It 
relleves the mind of this worry. It 
helps the soul to depart from the 
body without undue fear. It removes 
the stain of sin if such. should be 
clinging to the soul. 

.. And there is another great effect of 
the Sacrament of Extreme Unction 
that should not be overlooked. This 
effect is the restoration of the body 
to health if it be according to God’s 
will. Anxious relatives, who sometimes 
worry because the priest speaks of 
anointing one who is seriously _ iil, 
should keep thie, effect in mind. Since 
this is the secondary effect of the Sac- 
rament, it follows that Extreme Unc- 
tion should be received in ample time 
ao that health may be restored soon, 
if it be God's will. Just what effect 
the Sacrament of Extreme Unction 
will have upon the body depends upon 
the will of God. At any rate, the 
Church prays for the restoration of 
health if it be according to the will 
of God. 

The Sacrament of Extreme Unction 
should be received when there is ser- 
ious dafiger of death by sickness. One 
should not postpone its reeeption too 
long. We must not wait until a rela- 
tive is- lapsing into unconsciousness 
before sending for a priest. We should 
receive the Sacrament of Extreme 
Unetion when we have control of all 
our faculties and know what we are 
doing and what we are receiving. 

The priest, after ‘hearing the con- 
fession of the penitent, whenever it 
is possible or necessary, and after 
giving Holy Viaticum to the sick per- 
aon, whenever it is possible to do so,
